Washington, Nov. 2.—Accepting 
the 


unofficial version of Russia's answer to 
the modification oC the Ar.glo-Gennan 
Hgropment. the eight interested govern- 
ments have put themselves unanimously 
DU record fur the "open door" and against 
"partition." 
All agree to these prin- 


cipals, which have been variously ad- 
vanced by individual powers before, but 
first by the United States. 


Tho alignment of the powers on the 


agreement is now complete. Aside from 
Italy and Austria, whose adherence to 
the agreement was expected, owing to 
their political relations with Germany, 
Japan is the only one of the powers which 
has given unconditional assent to the 
agreement. 


As the matter now stands, five of the 


pov ers are united in all the terms of the 
agreement, viz: 
Great Britain, Ger- 


mans', Italy, Austris and Japan; three 
of the powers, United Slates, France 
»nd Russia, accept the clauses relating 
to the open door, ar.tl the territorial in- 
tegrity of China., but withhold action 
on the third clause to future procedure 
in case any power seizes territory. 


Neither the state department nor the 


Russian embassy has received informa- 
tion of Prussia's answer, though the As- 
sociated Press, in its London dispatches, 
announced that the reply had been re- 
ceived at the British foreign office on 
Oct. 
30. and unreservedly accepted the 


first two clauses. 
In regard to the third 


clause, Russia referred the two con- 
tracting parties to the Kussian circular 
of April 25, saying- that she-, would modify 
her attitude according to circumstances. 


The chief effect of the exchange of 


views has been to bring five of the powers 
to an agreement to respect the "open 
door" and the integrity of China, and 
to consult among themselves as to a 
future course in case any of the oth»r 
powers sought to take Chinese territory. 
These "other powers," as the negotia- 
tions have been shaped, are the United 
States, France and Russia,

Culm Bank* Afire. 


Culm Is curious stuff, and there seems 


to be an abundance of it. People who 
travel through the mining regions always 
inquire about the grrat mountains of coal 
dust that rise in every direction, some of 
them 200 feet in height.

The ''nigger pew." well re- 
membered by the writer, caused no trou- 
ble to saiil officer, as that was readily 
accepted by the "colored brethren," like 
COWK in the stable, who went dutifully to 
thei'' separate stalls. 


Not on.!j tho riving had special rules 


governing t'-eir conduct, hut the rules 
about the dead were very quaint, as by 
this report of a committee, May 11, 17SO, 
to whom had been referred the conduct 
of f-merals, as follows: 


"Whereas. It is the opinion of this 


town that funcrai* ought to be conducted 
with grrat decency and decorum in order 
to impress on rising and risen generations 
tho impovtanco of the awful solemnity, 
and to render the house of mourning bet- 
ter than the house of feasting, be it 
therefore recommended to all the inhab- 
itants of this town to observe the follow- 
ing regulations at funerals: 


"First—That the relatives of the deceas- 


ed follow uext the corpse, two and two. 


"Second—If the deceasrd was a male 


person the nialos are to follow next the 
tnourners, two and two, nnd the women 
after them, two and two; but if the de- 
ceased was a woman, then the women 
are to follow next the mourners and the 


• men after them. 


"Third—Those on horseback are to fol- 


low in after tho foot folks, horses two 
and two, and the carriages are to follow 
in the rear of th* procession. And it is 
requested that no person walk or ride on 
either side the proc-ossion from the house 
to the grave." 


Ten of the prominent mon of the city 


Were appointed and requested to attend 
at funerals and to regulate the procession 
thus recommended until the samo shall 
become habitual to the people. In 17-15 
the question was raised in the annual 
tmr-n nifftinir "if tho (own would bp at 
the expense of coloring the meeting 
house, and it passed in the negative!" 
Evidently they thought that nature would 
do it without expense. Not till 1749 were 
the forts and fortifications of the town 
demolished and the timber and boards 
sold for the bonfit of the town. Lawa 
were passed relative to tho schooling of 
boys and the amount of wood they should 
bring to the schoolho^*?. Girls were of 
no account in those days.—Springfield 
Republican.

Two Men to Suicide. 


A New York artist ia the possessor of 


an intaglio which has a peculiarly tragic 
history. Two of its former owners have 
committed suicide because of influences 
more, or leas directly connected with the 
fate of the unfortunate girl whose death 
mask was the model of the sculpture. 
The present owner, however, is more 
artistic than sentiKental or superstitions 
and has no fears, that he will imitate the 
two previous possessors of the intaglio. 


Not many years ago an artist of more 


than local reputation was living i-n Bos- 
ton. He had an only daughter, a beau- 
tiful girl with many graces which would 
have made her a stHl more lovely woman. 
But, like the girl Hood sans about, ehe 
was '"rashly importunate," and to end 
her sorrows shp drowned herself in the 
bay. 
The artist father, though keenly 


sensitive to the great grief, still noted 
how artist?*«lly beautiful the girl was in 
death. 
He made a death mask, from 


which the intaglio was made. 


But the face haunted him. Those 


classic lines, representing his daughter 
as she appeared floating in the waters of 
the bay, her eyes closed and her hair 
floating like a mermaid's, seemed to lure 
him to follow her. He reflected on her 
life and her sadder fate; how it might 


that shs had destroyed her young life 
and how in a large measure he might ba 
responsible for her destruction. 
The 


thoughts became unbearable, and he 
drowned himself in the" bay at the identi- 
cal spot where the beautifal girl had 
gone to her fate. 


The artist's wife could not bear to 


have the intaglio near her arid gave it to 
a Now York friend. The friend was not 
superstitious, but her husband was a 
sporting man who lost and won with the 
reckless abandon of men of his kind. 
Naturally he ^ab a firm believer in luck, 
and the »aible features of that beauti- 
ful face had a strange infatuation for 
him. He knew something of the history 
o£ both the girl and her father. He mus- 
ed over the sculpture, grew despondent 
and finally ended all by drowning him- 
self. Ths widow of the sporting mam 
was not superstitious, but 
after 
the 


death of her husband and kaowing the 
fate of the girl and the artist she was 
willing to part with her treasure.

AB Incident That Occurred «t the 


Capture of Peking. 


Writing of the taking of Peking, the 


correspondent of the London Daily 
Telegraph describes an incident of the 
battle as follows: There was a sudden 
commotion at the gate. A section of 
the American battery made its appear- 
ance. At its head were riding General 
Chaffee and his staff. They baited for 
a moment under the arch, then dis- 
mounted, and the general and one offi- 
cer walked coolly Into the middle of 
tho exposed space and stood gazing up 
nt the tower. Tbe fire Increased in ve- 
fiou-.ence. We could see tho bullets 
btriking ail rouuil the two bru\e men. 
The general held u little Chinese fan, 
•with which ha i":mnpd himself gently. 


"Gad!" said one of my companions. 


"Tnat's what I call cheek." 


I should think it was, and It -was 


meant, I imagine, as much for the ben- 
efit of the Russians as of the Chinese. 
In the next few minutes we were to 
see something more of American cour- 
age. The officer with the general sang 
out: "Bring that gun right along here, 
boys. Run her oul by hand." 


With a rush ana bustle the American 


artillerymen ran out a 12 pounder and 
planted it bare in the open next to the 
general. The tower was only 400 or 500 
yards away, and the Chinese were fir- 
Ing furiously. Few tield gunners would 
care to risk their men in the way the 
Americans did. I thought all would be 
shot down before the gun could be fir- 
ed, but only one man was hit. He got 
n. bullet through his hand. 
The gun 


spoke once, twice. Then there was si- 
lence from tho tower. We rushed out 
from the shelter of the wall, pulling 
our horses behind us. 
One turret of 


the tower had fallen in, and below it 
there was a irapin;,- hole. A single fig- 
ure stood at one of the windows. The 
brave had a bow ia his hand. He dis- 
charged an arrow, which fell harmless- 
ly s'uort, and then disappeared. 


The Americans brought up the other 


puns of the battery ant! proceeded to 
bombard all the towers they could see 
along the inner face of the wall. After 
about a hundred shells or so had been 
expendecl tL^ ' ; itory moved off to the 
left, followed by tlio American infan- 
try, which hud just come up. 
The 


Russian infantry was also gathered to- 
gether and marfhed off to the right. 
We decided to stick to the Americans.

Jerusalem as the mother of modem 


Judaism is the hope of the rising gen- 
eration of Palestine Israelites. With- 
out the daeire for political sovereignty 
promised by the Zionist movement the 
Jews of the Holy Land are working to 
restore to the historic capital its an- 
cient glory as the fountain of the intel- 
lectual and religious life for the He- 
brews of all the world. They aim at 
the establishment of a great academy 
or university where every branch of 
Jewish learning would be cultivated 
and taught by men of exalted reputa- 
tion, attracting Jewish students from 
the four quarters of the globe. 


Dr. David Yellin, a native Palestine 


Hebrew, has come to London to tell 
the Jews of Great Britain of his coun- 
trymen's ideals and aspirations and of 
what has been done In the direction of 
their realization. 
1)r. Yellln, who Is a 


professor of tho Yon Lalinel college in 
Jerusalem, had planned to Tlslt the 
United States on the same mission; 
but, having been promised the support 
of the B'nai B'rlth organization of 
America, he has changed his Intention. 


In an interview with the Chicago 


Times-Herald correspondent at London 
the other night Dr. Tellln, -who speaks 
Hebrew, German, French, Turkish and 
English with equal fluency and who is 
a striking type of the latter day Jem- 
salemlte, said: 


"Despite the restrictions which the 


sultan Imposes on delusively Jewish 
subjects we are making resolute prog- 
ress. Our brothers from foreign lands 
cannot enter the country without a lib- 
eral distribution of backsheesh, or 
gratuities, to the frontier officials. Even 
then they become only 
disfranchised 


tenants, and strict regulations bar us 
from being on an equal footing with 
others. 


"Our political, civil and religious life, 


however, Is entirely unhampered. We 
are altogether the architects of our 
own fortunes, and the conditions are 
entirely favorable for growth. We are 
embracing them very substantially. 
Our technical and Industrial schools 
are turning out skillful artisans and 
agriculturists. 
We practically domi- 


nate such manual trades as woodwork- 
Ing, tinsmithing, tailoring, shoemak- 
Ing and coopering. In the arts of ar- 
chitecture and sculpture Jewish men 
and women are making their mark. In 
the vineyards, which are to Palestine 
what the wheatfielde are to the great 
American northwest, Jewish working 
people are In the majority and are fre- 
quently found as proprietors. 


"What we need most In our educa- 


tional system are facilities for the high- 
er development of our people's mental 
faculties. 
We want to train our doc- 


tors, lawyers and teachers. In this di- 
rection we have made a start by estab- 
lishing the Central library, which even 
In Its Infancy has become a potent fac- 
tor In the life of the country. 


"We want to make the Jerusalem of 


the fathers a modern source of Inspi- 
ration; we want to bring the law back 
to Zion; we would have It said no lon- 
ger, 'Palestine, land of graves, ye of- 
fer but sacrifices to the dead.' The li- 
brary has given an Intellectual stimu- 
lus to our people and aroused In them 
a spirit of self reliance and self re- 
spect. 


"The new generation of Jerusalem la 


determined to cast off the reproach 
that it depends on European anfl Amer- 
ican coreligionists for charitable doles. 
We can aud will work out our own sal- 
vation. We welcome the Zionist move- 
ment of Dr. Herzl and Mar Nordau 
not so much because we believe In Ita 
practicability, which Is open to ques- 
tion, but on account of its undoubted 
Influence in bringing back to Judaism 
many who have become alienated from 
It 


"We believe that our most substan- 


tial progress will come under condi- 
tions where we are freed from the 
withering influences of jealousies of 
the temporal power." 


Dr. Yellin adds that Germany is ac- 


quiring a sphere of influence in Pales- 
tine. He says that the political effect 
of the Ituisr.-'s visit to Palestine has 
dwarfed its assumed religious aspect 
The German Influence dominates three 
colonies of the country—two agrarian, 
one industrial—and the Teutons are 
waging a commercial campaign which 
promises to capture others.

Instrument!! Discovered In Ccrarie of 


Excavation* In the Ruined CltT- 
f 


A recent discovery In the excavations 


going on at Pompeii shows in a very 
striking way the truth of the old adage 
that there is nothing new under the 
sun. The find consisted of a number 
of surgical instruments, says the New 
York Times. Among them was a col- 
lection for use in a special branch of 
surgery, which, with the exception of 
fine workmanship and finish, are al- 
most exact duplicates of those now 
used by surgeons. 


There is an instrument considered in- 


dispensable today by the gynecologist, 
from the invention of which Marion 
Sims, the 'amous American surgeon.' 
made a great deal of reputation and 
money some years ago, but this same 
speculum w is in use in Pompeii hi 79 
A. D. 


Most of the others, supposed to be 


the result of modern knowledge and in- 
genuity, were found in this first cen- 
tury surgeon's instrument case, and it 
Is quite evident that, so far as instru- 
ments are concerned, this branch of 
surgery has made, little advance dur- 
ing the last 2,000 years.

Above Richmond Stage 


There's an Interesting process going 


on at the Richmond theater, of which 
the auuifiice. sees little but the result.1;. 
This is the painting fif the house scen- 
ery, which is being done back on the 
stage, 30 feet above the heads of the 
actors onl the stage, C. C. Brooker of 
Boston, a well known scene painter 
who has done work 
in the 
Castle 


Square, Grand opera 
house, Boston 


theater and Hollis street theater of 
Boston, besides many others through 
the country. Mr. Brooker's father was 
a scenic artist, arikl the son has been 
in the business all his life. 


The new theater is provided with a 


paint frame, on which the large can- 
vas drops, 36 by 24 feet in size, aro 
tacked, and then drawn up into posi- 
tion against 
the 
rear 
wall. 
Mr. 


Brooker works onl a narrow platform in 
iront of this, and the paint frame is 
drawn up or lowered to enable him to 
work on any part of it. 


Scene painting is not what could bo 


called delicate work, but it requires a 
keen judgment to produce the desired 
effects onl «. canvass which is to bo seen 
only from a distance. To help him in 
this to some extent Jlr. Itrooker uses- a 
small double concave lense, called the 
receding glass, which ma^es the cur- 
tain appelvr to him as if it were at some 
distance. 


The water colors are laid on with 


lavish hand, and to one who watches 
Mr. Brooker at his Fide, it looks like 
the somewhat eratic painlting of the 
side of a barn. But off at a littl-> dis- 
tance, the fine points of his work are 
brought out, and when in place, the 
curtain is in reality a work of art. 


There are six of these large ^ropstobe 


done, the subjects 
being 
a 
garden 


scene, anlcient street, modern street, 
landscape, rocky pass, and horizon. For 
each of these there are borders and 
wings, while of interior scenes there 
will be a parlor scene, oak chamber, 
kitchen, prison, 
and 
plain chamber. 


Thenl of the smaller pieces there will 
tje a set house, cottages, balustrade, 
"set water," as they call it, set rocks, 
and hosts of other things that when put 
together make up the effective settings 
for the "events of the season." 


It should be noted, however, that 


times have changed somwhat in re- 
gard to the use of scenery. Some years 
ago the house furnished u large share 
of the scenery that was used. Now 
every play of any consequfi' ,- brings 
its own scenery throughout, and it if. a 
small play which has to depend to any 
great extent on the- house. 


In the setting of the scenery, a new 


device is used.

groves for the scenery that in the 
Richmond is lashed together, giving 
a much wider variety of u'nngos, P I 
that the same settings can ]]*.• ui'-"l ;n 
many different ways. An example of 
this was seen in the secOnlcl appearance 
here of "When we were twenty-one," 
which did not bring its scenery. Here 
only one set of ncenery as used, but it 
was so disposed that not all of the 
audience recognttzed the fact that each 
tof the different settings was made of 
exactly the same scenery, differently 
disposed. 


In) additton to the work for the house 


Mr.Brooker has painted a go'od deal of 
special stuff for the companies that 
have played here including the touch- 
ing up of old scentery. For instance, the 
engine in "The heart of Chicago," left 
the city in a fine new coat of water 
dolors placed there toy Mr. Brooker. 


The time that the work of painting 


the house scenery will occupy is not 
certain, but it is probable that Mr.

A. G. n«lei, tbe Australian War Cor- 


respondent, Telia Bovr the Boers 
Received Mncli Valuable Informa- 
tion From the Tran»vnnl Drlllnh. 
She Met Her Hatch In Kitchener. 
One of the most fascinating stories 


ot the South African war that have 
as yet found their way Into print was 
told In the Lomloti Dally News by 
that Journal's brilliant war correspond- 
ent, A. G. Hales. It is the story of a 
woman whose remarkable personality 
and still more remarkable cunning en- 
abled her to play the part of Kruger's 
spy to perfection and to entrap British 
officers into parting with precious mili- 
tary secrets, the knowledge of which 
by the Boers was the direct cause of 
some of England's greatest disasters. 
Here is Mr. Hales' description of her: 


"She was a woman of about 30 years 


of age. 
Madame was of German cr 


Swedish nationality, married to a Rus- 
sian civil engineer. 
She was not a 


beauty, but her face was full of charm, 
her eyes had the gift of eloquence and 
she could say more without opening 
her mouth than most women can im- 
part who possess a tireless tongue. She 
could be gay or sad, pathetic, pleading 
or imperious at will. Her hands were 
shapely, soft and white and had the 
trick of clinging caressingly to mascu- 
line fingers when the humor suited the 
dame, and men who knew her well and 
who later en came under her spell 
have told me that there was a mag- 
netism in her touch which drew men 
to her as moonlight draws the sea. 
Her waist would fit the crook of 'a 
man's arm, her bust was fashioned on 
a model designed by the gods. 


"Her first mission was among the 


Boer women in the b'ree State and Na- 
tal. 
When she left Johannesburg on 


her frequent trips, she was not wast- 
ing her time, as folk fancied. 
From 


town to town, from farm to farm, she 
went with a restless activity, organiz- 
ing a system of spying among the Boer 
women. It was mudame who arranged, 
that when our troops arrived anywhere 
in Natal or the Free State the wives of 
the farmers and their best looking 
daughters should visit our lines with 
fresh c-sgs, fresh butter and other little 
luxuries. She instructed them to take 
note of the number of men in each 
camp, tho nv.rabrr of guns nnd the 
quantity aiul condition of our horses. 
Each was advised to send all informa- 
tion so gleaned promptly to the nearest 
Boer commando. 


"Presently she established hwself at 


Cape Town in a sweet secluded villa 
and 'looked pathetic in her loneliness.' 
Among others who fell under the spell 
of her fascination was a certain Brit- 
ish officer of the bluest blood. He was 
the witch's shadow. 


"He thought he was fooling the green 


grass widow, but she 'knew' sbe was 
squeezing him dry. All that she gath- 
ered from him went rapidly, either by 
trusty messenger or by code prearrang- 
ed, to Delagoa Bay, and from there it 
soon found its way Into the hands of 
the Boer leaders. At first the noble one 
had madame to himself, but as his in- 
formation petered out she snared oth- 
ers, and he had many rfrals, and from 
each she gathered something of use to 
her and hel Boer friends. 


"From one she gleaned bow many 


men were with a certain general; from 
another she learned how many guns 
he had; from another she found out 
how many mounted infantry men were 
with him; from another she got a good 
Inkling of his intentions and the route 
he intended to nursue, not asking too 
much from any one, for fear of arous- 
ing suspicfon, but gleaning a little 
from each. And all the time our gen- 
erals at the front wondered how in 
the nnme of all that was evil the Boer 
commanders always forestalled them In 
every important move. 


"But I)r-l;lah wet her match in Kitch- 


ener. 
Slie ran her eyes over the still 


gaunt fipnre. the rugged face. 
She 


looked into the prominent all seeing 
eyes, and knew at a glance that she- 
was face to face with a magnetism 
htronger than her own. and nothing 
would induce her to go near him again. 
'That is the most dangerous, man in 
Britain,' she said. 'I feel as if I were 
within the shadow of death •when I 
am near him. He Is a mr ''i- ;uen to 
conquer. No woman car. 
him to 


use him; he would rea<: :'ie like an 
open book in an hour, and I believe he 
would shoot me as he would shoot a 
Kaffir if he caught me red h.-vi.l <l 1 
will try all other men, but not that 
living death's head. 
No wonder he 


conquered in B?ypt. I think he would 
conquer In hades.' 


"By and by this extraordinary crea- 


ture began to feel she was suspected. 
So she went up country for a change 
of air. 
Wherever she went she was 


welcomed by our officers, and it was a 
noticeable fact that disaster to our

time arrived at last when she found It 
absolutely necessary to confer with the 
Boer leaders. Sbo has our whole mili- 
tary system at her fingers' ends; the 
gist of things she had sent to her 
friends, but full details could only be 
conveyed by word of mouth. So sbe 
deter ninod to make the effort. Dye- 
Ing herself ns black as the inside of a 
camel with nitrate of silver and log- 
wood, she stood transfigured as n. Kaf- 
fir woman, and It was then that her ' 
glorious figure stood her In Rood stond. 
From farm to farm right through the 
Free Statf, on to Pretoria, she was 
passed. And there she gave tbe Boers 
Information worth a king's ransom."

CHINESE DIFFICULTIES. 


Some of the Drawbacks to Set- 


tling Them by Arbitration. 


VIEWS OF EX-SEHATOB EDMUNDS. 


Favor* Principle, bnt Point* Ont 


Pecaltar Continsenclei — Supports 
Chlncie Delay, but, Should Parpoie 
Be Shown to Pat Off Settlement In- 
tentlounlly, Deem* Arbitration In- 
ndvlauble—Guarantee Needed. 
Former Senator George F. Edmunds 


hopes for a speedy and just settlement 
of the Chinese difficulties. When ask- 
ed the other night at Philadelphia by a 
representative of the New York Herald 
whether this would not be best brought 
about by arbitration, Mr. Edmunds 
eald: 


"I have nothing to say as to what 


other nations may wish to do, but so 
far as the United States is concerned 
I am In favor of settling the question 
of pecuniary compensation for wrongs 
tind Injuries that are capable of redress 
In that way by arbitration, If It is 
found Impossible for our representa- | 
tives to obtain by negotiation with the 
Chinese authorities what they would i 
consider full and Just recompense. 
I 


"Of course if the Chinese govern- j 


ment can be brought to see that It 13 ' 
much better to pay promptly aud liber-

ally than to attempt the usual methods 
of procrastination before a tribunal for 
years, it may pay liberally, but if it 
does not agree to pay what we should 
consider a low estimate for the conse- 
quences of their acts, then I would not 
arbitrate at all. But if the Chinese au- 
thorities think fairly that our demands 
are too great, so that there is an honest 
difference of opinion between the two 
governments, then it is a case that 
ought to be arbitrated. 


"But the great difficulty about the 


arbitration question is not in its princi- 
ple. It Is in the character of the Chi- 
nese themselves. If they can get this 
question referred to arbitration, they 
will naturally espect, according to 
their ways of procrastination, to put off 
for a long time the evil day of paying 
one million or two or five millions or 
whatever It might be. That is the dan- 
ger we run ta agreeing to arbitration. 


"But I think we ought to run that 


risk If the case develops fnto one that 
a disinterested looker on would say Is 
a fair difference of opinion. Otherwise 
It would be no case for arbitration 
with that government as it appears 
to me, strongly as-1 am In favor of 
arbitration of the widest possible scope 
consistently with the life and honor 
of the nation that desires to undertake 
It. 


"Even in the case of a fair difference 


of opinion as to the quantum of dam- 
ages, I think our government ought to. 
Insist that security for the payment 
of the judgment should be made abso- 
lute and immediately available. Other- 
wise we might be in an attitude an- 
alogous to what we are toward Tur- 
key, with a confessed obligation to pay 
money that it never intended to pay, 
but to put off Indefinitely. Under cir- 
cumstances such as these our love of 
arbitration ought not to lead us to sub- 
mit to it 


"So the sum of the whole matter as 


to damages, as it looks to me, is that 
It should appear to our representatives 
that the Chinese government was hon- 
est In its opposition to the amount that 
we should demand and that we were 
perfectly fair in the amount Itself. 
They should also agree to arbitration 
only on condition of the Chinese put- 
ting up in advance a sufficient security 
for the immediate payment 
of the 


award when made." 


Speaking of the difficulty of finding 


a responsible government in China to 
negotiate with. Senator Edmunds said: 


"Whatever understanding is reached 


It should receive the personal agree- 
ment of the emperor, who is still the 
lawful ruler of that empire. If you 
wish to have it countersigned by the 
empress dowager and those around her. 
who have been the fundamentally 
guilty parties, very well. You cannot 
of course have any treaty until you 
have security from those who can fair- 
ly be said to be the responsible agents 
of the people whom they profess to 
govern. 


"When you come to tho subject of 


the punishment of the principal offend- 
ers, who, of course, had nothing to do 
with arbitration—you could not arbi- 
trate who should be punished—I sus- 
pect It would puzzle the resources of 
detectives to make sure that anybody 
Lutl liiiuii piuiUh--" ^' iliit .v.-.y oC tlicfo 
who are said to have punished them- 
selves by committing suicide have done 
anything of that kind. 


"1 hope, therefore, that the president 


and our representatives In Peking, 
while very careful not to be unjust or 
extravagant, will be equally careful to 
be firm nnd positive and urgent. The 
thing must be brought to an end 
straightway."

South American Indian* t!»« Dyna- 


mite to Stcnre Per.ect Skin*. 


Killing chinchilla with the aid of dyna- 


mite is one o* the lucrative pastimes of 
the South American Inoinns which en- 
rich the commerce of the world very con- 
siderably. 


Hisli in the mountains the nimble foot- 


ed chinchilla are caught and killed by 
halt savage Indians, Tact and skill are 
needed to lure the cautious little animal 
from, its hole in the earth. 
Originally 


the Indians used to use cactus prongs, 
•which are long and sharp, to capture 
them in their holes by impaling them on 
the end of this natural spear. This punc- 
tured the skiu and impaired its value. 
The trappers tried to smoke the chin- 
chilla out by making great fires near the 
entrance oj the burrows, but the smoke, 
it was found, caused the skin to turn yel- 
low, 
which seriously depreciated its val- 


ue. Now tbe mure progressive Indians 
use dynamite. 


After locating tho chinchilla they form 


a network of gras? and hardy plants, 
vrhich is placed around the hill on tha 
fide of which the animal digs its holes. A 
dynamite cartridge with a time fuse at- 
tached is then discharged in the center of 
the net, which friglitens the chinchilla so 
that they leave their holes and scamper 
wildly to and fro abo.it the space inside 
the net. The Indians then dash into the 
arena with clubs and kill them by strik- 
ing them over the head. This is consid- 
ered the easiest and best method of kill- 
ing them, as it does not in any way dam- 
age the skins, which vary in value from 
$H to $15 earh. When it is considered 
that as many as 100 animals are killed in 
ono sortie oC this character, the value of 
the skins to the Indians, who are shrewd 
commercial traders, may be imagined. 


Some of the tribe own ferrets, which 


they use to good advantafr<\ 
They pay 


as much as $5 for one. The ferret are 
taken to the mountain tops and '-ent 
throuch the furrows, chasing the chin- 
chilla otit into the open, whore they are 
clubbed to death with celerity by the 
waiting Indians. The skins are removed 
Immediately and placed on shrubs to dry. 
The evening meal of the trappers often 
consista of the bodies of the slain ro- 
dents, the meat of which is -white and 
tender. The hearts of the latter are giv- 
en to the ferrets. 


A great part of the trapping is done at 


night, the chinchilla seldom being risible 
In the daytime. The nights are cool and 
clear, and, there being but little vege- | 
tation at the height where the chinchi;ia . 
are caught, the mountains are for a loa? j 
period each month illuminated by tho 
rays of the moon, enabling the Indians 
to move about with great agility for | 
their prey. 
The chinchilla lives princi- ] 


pally on herbs and often when it comes 
out to feed is trapped by the Indians. 


Four times a year the tribes descend 


Into the semicivilized villages at the base 
of the mountains with their skins. There 
they are met by the various agents of the 
European fur houses. One American 
house has its representative there too. 
The occasion of tho Indians' arrival is 
usually made ft religious festival.—Chi- 
cago Times-Herald.

Except For Cutting It, Operation* 


AVonld Be Pr .ctlcnlly Painlc». 
In human beings the sensitiveness of 


the internal organs is very small as com- 
pared with that of the skin. Examples 
of this are familiar to every one. While 
in health no one knows anything of his 
''inside." He has no sensations from it. 
liven disease of a very serious kind can 
and often does go on for years in the in- 
ternal organs without causing any sensa- 
tion. The nerves of the internal organs 
are much more concerned w'ti regulating 
functions and controlling the *\te of the 
blood vessels thnn ->vitli the conveyance 
of sensory impressions to the brain. Life 
would, in fact, bo unbearable if the func- 
tions of animal life in a normal condition 
caused sensation, and they would cause 
it if the organs were richly supplied with 
sensory nerves. 


Every surgeon, knows, for example, 


that tbe human intestine is, when its 
muscular coat is at rest, almost r.s in- 
sensitive as tho hair or nails. In the op- 
eration of openinc thi> intestine, often re- 
quired in the presence of malignant dis- 
ease, the cut in the skin and the business 
of fixinc the put to the skin would be 
very painful, ^nii deep ansestheBia is re- 
quired. Two dn.vs later, when the gut in 
its new position has to be opened, the 
finticnt is told to shut his eyes, and he 
feels nothing—he does not even wince— 
while a wound nearly two inches long ii 
made in the intestinal wall with either 
knife or hot iron. This has been proved 
by many hundreds of cases, nnd certainly 
it is not to be explained as due to stoi- 
cism on the part of the patient. 
Other 


'important operations have been dona 
without anirsthesia except for the skin 
cut and without Riving rise to suffering 
of at all a severe kind.—Edinburgh Re- 
view.

A MysterioQB Frozen Fog of th« 


Rocky Mountain Retclon. 


"Of all the natural phenomena pecul- 


iar to the Itocky mountain ret'iou," says 
Will Sparks in Aiuslee's, "none is more 
strange or terrible than the myjctrious 
storm known to the Indians as 'the white 
death.' Scientific men have never yet had 
an opportunity of investigating it, be- 
cause it comes at the most unexpected 
times and may keep away from a i-er- 
tain locality for years. Well read men 
who have been through it &ay that it is 
really a frozen fog. But where the fog 
comes from is more than any cue caa 
say. 
TJiis phenomenon occurs most fre- 


quently in the northern part of Colorado, 
in Wyoming • i:d occasionally in Mon- 
tana. 


"Years ago a party of three women and 


two men were crossing North park in a 
wagon in the r mth of February. The 
air was bitterly cold, but dry as a bone 
and motionless. Tha suu shuae with al- 
most startling brilliancy. 
As tbe five 


people drove along over the rrisi) snow 
thoy did not experience the least cold, 
but really felt most comfortable and rath- 
er enjoyed the trip. Mountain peaks 50 
miles away could be seen as distinctly 
as the pine trees by the roadside.

But they were n li*rle late, for 
m less than an hour the whole party 
was sick with violent coughs and fever. 
Before the next morn'ng one of the wo- 
men died with all the symptoms of pneu- 
monia. 
The others were violently ill 


of it, but managed to pull through, after 
long sickness. 
" 'I seen you people driving along tho 


road long before you got to ray bouse, 
and 1 knowed you didn't know what you 
were driving through,' said the man as 
soon as the surviving members of the par- 
ty were able to talk. 'That stuff you seen 
in the air is small pieces of ice, froze -;o 
cold'it goes clear down into your lungs 
without melting. If any man staid out a 
few hours without his head covered up, 
he would be sure to die. 
One winter 


about eight years ago it cleaned out a 
whole Indian tribe tcross the Wyoming 
line. They are more afraid of it than 
they are of rattlesnakes. That's the rea- 
•on they call it the "white death." ' "

It was a few minutes after 5 o'clock 


yesterday afternooni when .James JO. 
Hunter, president of the James Hunter 
machine company, made the first pour- 
ing in the new foundry south of the 
river, and the new p aiu was put into 
operation. This was the culmination of 
months of planning and work, and from 
today on, one of the city's largest and 
most substantial industries will be eon- 
ducted .successfully in its new home. 


Ini addition to the employes of the 


firm, there were a number of invited 
guests, including a number of women, 
when the plant \\as started up. As Jlr. 
Hunter poured the first east into a 
mould made 
by Edward 
O'Connell, 


there was a cheer from all present, and 
the foundry was "dedicated" to a life 
of uaefulwess. It is an interesting fact 
in connection with this opening, that 
Kr. Hunter made the first pouring in 
the Main street foundry for which the 
new one is substituted. 


The opening of the rie\v plant niepns 


far more than a transfer of the indus- 
tiy fronri one part of the city U; an- 
other. It means greater opportunit rs 
for growth for this industry, and it 
rr.»ans the beginning of the develop- 
ment of the southern part of the city, 
.vhich 
TIIUSL naturally come through 


the locating of manufacturing1 indus- 
tries there. 


The foundry into which the company 


moved yesterday is one of the largest 
and most c-mpletely equipped in Wes- 
tern Massachusetts. The main build- 
ing is "00 by 87 feet in size, with addi- 
tion's for specific purposes, and is pro- 
vided with every labor and time saving 
device that can be added. The con- 
struction is of wood, covered with steel 
sheeting, and of glass. The interior is 
well lighted by large windows of cor- 
rugated glass, which diffuse a softened, 
even light, tbe best for the work lo be 
done. At night the foundry is- lighted 
by electricity. 


A ten-tonl electric traveling crane 


runs from one end of the foundry to 
the other, with a. cross traveling g"ear 
that enables the heaviest loads to be 
taken from any point in the foundry 
to any other. This was tried for the 
first time yesterday 
afternoon, 
ana 


worked to perfection. There are also 
compressed air hoists which lift one 
and a half tons each. Running throug 
the foundry are small tracks, on which 
are carried buggy ladles, carrying the 
molten ironi to any 
point, 
A 
large 


plunger elevator has been installed, 
while at frequent 
intervals 
through 


the foundry are water tanks, supplied 
from a larger tank above. 


The fact that all of the new appli- 


ances and machinery, some of which 
had 
i laver been tried before, worked 


successfully yesterday afternoon, was 
the source of much satisfaction to the 
officers- of the company, having been 
naturally the source of some anxiety. 


un the west side of the foundry is 


the entrance, into a comfortable cloak 
room through which the men pass into 
the foundry proper . Here are toilet 
rooms, shower baths, and many con- 
veniences for the men. Beside this is 
the office for the foreman of the foun-

The James Hunter machine company, 


for which a new era is thus opened, is 
one of the older industries of the city.

Mr. Hall made a most 
practical application nf this to the 
school room, and showed how

Therefore 
it would be presumptuous for anyone 
to attempt to prescribe 
for 
certain 


teachers or special cases. There are 
a few 
propositions, 
however, which 


can be stated dogmatically. 


Good discipline adapts itself to cir- 


cumstances. ^ Whatever tho occasion 
discipline acts without rule?, but ac- 
cording to principles. The special me- 
thod is determined by the tact and in- 
genuity of the teacher. 


Good discipline recognizes the 
au- 


thority of the parent. 
Parents have 


an immediate interest m their children 
and their wishes should bo consulted. 
The teacher stands "in loco ry.rcntip;" 
her authority is delegated by law. but 
the parents' interests deserve consider- 
ation.
